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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The restriction requirement mailed 02/23/2010 is withdrawn in view of the amendment 
filed 06/23/2010. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
David O'Brien on 07/08/2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

12. (Currently Amended) An isolated polypeptide having a length of up to 30 amino acids 
capable of binding to dendritic cells wherein said polypeptide - comprises a peptide comprising a 
sequence selected from the group consisting of PSNST (SEQ ID NO: 8), PPNTT (SEQ ID NO: 
9), STPPNTT (SEQ ID NO: 17), APSNSTA(SEQ ID NO: 15), and SPALKTV (SEQ ID NO: 
16) , wherein the length of the polypeptide is up to 30 amino acids, the polypeptide is capable of 
binding to dendritic cells, and wherein said the p olypeptide is not a full-length naturally- 
occurring protein. 

Claims 35, 42, 51, 54, 65, 76, 80, 97-101, 105 and 111 are allowed as presented on 06/23/2010.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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5. The closest prior art of Hallbrink et al. (US 2008/0234183) teaches cell-penetrating 
peptides comprising instant SEQ ID NO: 6 (claim 26 and SEQ ID NOs: 3389-3392) and the use 
of cell-penetrating peptides in non- viral transfection mixtures (paragraphs 0141-0147 and 
Example 9). SEQ ID NOs: 3389-3392 are 16 amino acids long and comprise instant SEQ ID 
NO: 6 at positions 4-8, 3-7, 2-6 and 1-5, respectively. Hallbrink et al. do not teach or suggest a 
peptide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 6 and provide no motivation to truncate SEQ ID NOs: 3389- 
3392 to consist of SEQ ID NO: 6. Hallbrink et al. do not teach peptides consisting of or 
comprising instant SEQ ID NOs: 8, 9, 17, 15 or 16. Thus, the claimed peptides and 
compositions are both novel and unobvious over Hallbrink et al. With respect to the method 
claims, since the products are both novel and unobvious, methods of using these products are 
also both novel and unobvious. 

6. In addition, Punnonen et al (US 2005/0260605) teach a method for the use of phage 
display to select for polypeptides that can enter dendritic cells by, for example, receptor- 
mediated endocytosis (Example 3) and suggests the use of the polypeptides with a genetic 
vaccine (paragraph 0006). Punnonen et al. do not teach or suggest instant SEQ ID NOs: 6, 8, 9 
or 15-17. Punnonen et al. do not teach screening of a library that necessarily contains SEQ ID 
NOs: 6, 8, 9 or 15-17. Thus, the claimed peptides and compositions are both novel and 
unobvious over Punnonen et al. 

7. In addition, Galbraith et al. (WO 01/12816) teach antigenic fragments of the porcine 
endogenous retrovirus (poERV) GAG polypeptide including TSLRPDITQPPSNSTT, which 
comprises instant SEQ ID NO: 8 (p. 17, peptide D). Galbraith et al. do not teach or suggest a 
peptide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 8 and do not provide motivation to truncate peptide D to 
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consist of instant SEQ ID NO: 8. Galbraith et al. do not teach or suggest using the GAG 
fragments in non- viral transfection mixtures. Thus, the claimed peptides and compositions are 
both novel and unobvious over Galbraith et al. 

8. In addition, Velicer et al. (US 5,976,787) teach a peptide of the HSV1 gene US2 
polypeptide comprising SEQ ID NO: 9 at positions 82-86 (SEQ ID NO: 14). Velicer et al. do 
not teach or suggest a peptide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 9 and provide no motivation to truncate 
the HSV1 gene US2 polypeptide to SEQ ID NO: 9 or to a peptide having a length of up to 30 
amino acids comprising SEQ ID NO: 9. Velicer et al. do not teach or suggest using the antigenic 
peptide in non-viral transfection mixtures. Thus, the claimed peptides and compositions are both 
novel and unobvious over Velicer et al.
